No Time for Coddling 


Edmonton members of the Alberta 
have called on the 
courts, by resolution, to impose heavier 
penalties upon those who steal motor cars. 

The practice has become so prevalent 
in this city that the AMA is quite within 
its rights in making this demand, 

Since most of these offences are com- 
mitted by juveniles, the whole question of 
delinquency is raised in the issue. 

Therefore the problem becomes one of 
not only finding a way to end this irritat- 
ing and sometimes costly loss to motorists, 
but of finding a way to prevent the theft 
of cars “for fun” from evolving into a 


Motor Association 


downright life of crime. 


There is no intrinsic difference, ethic- 
ally, between stealing a motor car for a 
joyride and breaking into a bank for pur- 


pose of robbery. 


There is no reason, therefore, why the 
two offences should be treated on dif- 


ferent bases. 


There is no reason why a boy who, 
understanding the nature of his crime, 
purloins an automobile should not under- 

exactly the same processes of law as 
it is necessary for a bank robber to 


undergo. 


There is a great deal to be said for the 
view that the incarceration of youths in a 
common jail tends to confirm them in dis- 


honest practices. 


Certainly Alberta urgently needs the 
Borstall type of institution that is now 
under construction in another part of the 


province, 


Because juvenile delinquency poses a 
peculiar problem of its own, there has been 
a tendency to divert juvenile defenders 
from the regular courts of the province. 

Thus, in cases of auto theft, the charge 
usually laid is a minor one of taking a car 
without its owner's consent, a charge

ities who, if they wish, can let the offend- 
er off with a scolding or a slap on the 


Experience shows that this kind of 
treatment is infinitely worse, both for the 
victimized motorists and for the juvenile 
offenders themselves, than a stiff jail 
term under the Criminal Code charge of 
car theft which carries a minimum penalty 
of one year’s imprisonment. 

A youth may fall into bad company in 
a provincial jail, But that does not menace 
his future nearly so much as the belief,

thing and can thumb his nose at the law 
with impunity.

is trying to hang on to the stolen 
rock? What about retaining stolen 
goods? 

Of course, the Scots might 
thereby start something that they 
could not finish, For, according to 
the British Israelites, the prophet 
Jeremiah brought the stone from 
Palestine to Ireland in the year 
576 BC. How did it get from Ire- 
land to Scotland? Well, even 
some Scots, like England's Ed- 
ward I, have taking ways. 

So, if the Scots sue the English 
to force them to return the stone 
stolen by Edward I in 1296, maybe 
the Irish will also sue the Scots, 
and maybe the Israeli will sue 
the Lrish, The one thing sure is 
that the Yanks will blame the 
Russians.

What’s His Square Name? 


One has a right to expect the possessor of a colorful 
handle like ‘Blackie’ Vanderveer to be a sinister, beetle- 
browed, tight-lipped character out of an Ellery Queen 
mystery fiovel, a hard-Harry who does his shooting first 
and asks questions afterwards, 

Actually ‘Blackie’ (square name unknown to us) 
is a prize fighter, an‘exponent of the ancient, if not 
always honorable cult, of sock or get socked. 

His press-clippings shriek that he is lightweight 
champion of the Pacific Northwest, an area bounded by 
Cape Blanco, Oregon, on the south, and fast-growing 
Scroggle Creek, Y.T., in the north. 

As though dominance of the Pacific Northwest was 
not enough to recommend the Seattle light-weight, the 
Vanderveer build-up courtesy of promoter ‘Jitter? Jack’

There are times when one could almost believe that 
the aforesaid Bolanogs is a partner, along with Arnold 
Dickson and Frank Cockrall, in the Berry promotional 
venture. : 

A couple of months back, when Georgie Dunn, 
Berry’s best seller, headed off briefly to California in 
quest of bigger ring game, Berry announced proudly 
that “Georgie’s going to fight Enrico Bolanos.”
